TRIAL AND EXECUTION.. 



HpHE trial and execution of Joseph Black- 

burn, the Leeds attorney, aroused the 
greatest interest in the north of England, 
owing to the position and popularity of the 
criminal. He was the son of Robert Black- 
hum, a man of some consequence in his 
little world. The son was baptized at the 
parish church of Rothwell on March 27, 
1765. After leaving school, he worked for 
an attorney, and eventually set up in prac- 
tice for himself. On August 8, 1793, he 
was married to Miss Anne Hemingway, of 
the same village, an amiable lady who 
belonged to a rich family. 

Joseph Blackburn was successful in his 
profession, becoming one of the most pros* 
perouB lawyers in the city of Leeds. We are 
told that "no man living enjoyed more gen- 
erally the credit of integrity and respecta- 
bility than Mr. Blackburn/* But like fools 
before him, and after him, he began to 
lead a double life and had many clandes- 
tine love affairs. However he managed to 
conceal his irregularities from his wife as 
well as from the general public. But lead- 
ing a double life was an expensive proposi- 
tion and soon he began to spend more than 
he earned. 

On December 14, 1814, after having 
been in practice for twenty years, a man 
named George Jacques, who had formerly 
been his clerk, laid an information against 
him before the magistrates for removing 
stamp* from old deeds and placing them 
upon n*w ones. Jacques had been dis- 
charged from his job for dishonesty and 
was being threatened with prosecution. In 
consequence of his accusation, Blackburn's 
offico was raided by the police, who be- 
lieved that they had discovered incriminat- 
ing evidence. As a result, the lawyer was 
arrested and taken to York Castle. 

The trial took place at York on Satur- 
day, March 18, 1815 before Sir Simon le 



Blanc. The counsel for the Crown were 
Mr. James Alan Park, Mr. Topping, Mr. 
Wailes, and Mr. Richardson. The prisoner 
was defended by Mr. James Scarlett, Mr. 
Joseph Litterdale, and Mr. Williams. He 
was arraigned under various indictments, 
charging him with forging and counter- 
feiting the impression of a certain stamp 
or die, used under the direction of the Com- 
missioners of Stamps. Its purpose was to 
denote the payment of certain duties im- 
posed on various deeds and other securi- 
ties. And that he feloniously removed the 
stamps from executed deeds and transferred 
them to others, with an intent to defraud 
the Revenue. The particular indictment 
selected as the subject of his trial, accused 
him of forging a 2 pound stamp upon a 
mortgage deed of 180 pounds. 

In opening the case for the prosecution, 
James Alan Park expressed his regret that 
it had fallen to his lot to appear against 
Mr. Blackburn, a man whom he had known 
long and well, and who had conducted 
many actions in which he had been retain- 
ed. He proceeded to explain that the stamp 
in question had not been affixed to the 
deed at the stamp office, because the parch- 
ments which passed through the stamping 
machine had a visible impression of the 
stamp on the back of the skin, which was 
ndt the case in this deed. Hence it must 
have been transferred from some other 
document. Moreover, the prisoner bad em- 
ployed an engraver at Leeds to make sev- 
eral dies, "suitable for making any im- 
pression resembling the* words which de- 
note the value that are upon the stamps 
used by the Commissioners.** And the 
numerals and words "11.** pounds impress- 
ed upon the stamp of the particular deed, 
was an impression of one of these dies. 
When the officers of justice had searched 
Mr. Blackburn** house they had found a 



box com* thing the dies along with a num- 
ber of odd deeds from which the stamps 
had been cut off. It was obvious that the 
accused man would benefit by taking the 
stamps from old instruments and affixing 
them upon new ones, as he would put into 
his pocket the whole amount of the duty, 
since naturally he would charge the nominal 
value of the stamps to his clients. 

The evidence of two high officials from 
the stamp office in London told heavily 
against the prisoner. For neither of them 
had the least hesitation in declaring that 
the denomination of the 2 pound stamp 
on the mortgage deed for ISO pounds had 
been altered. The numeral "II" and the 
word M poundt** not having been impressed 
by the stamp used by the Commissioners. 
They stated aUo that no stamp was ever 
printed on a Mparate label, detached from 
the papers or parchment on which the 
instrument was to be executed. 

On cross-examination it was shown that 
Jacques, the clerk, who admittedly had a 
grudge against his old employer, might have 
been implicated in placing the dies and 
the old deeds in the position in which they 
were found. It was suggested also that the 
stamp on the mortgage deed of ISO pounds, 
which had been kept in an unlocked box, 
might possibly have been damaged acci- 
dentally. Yet, counsel for the prisoner were 
unable to explain why it had been pasted 
on the instrument and had not been im- 
pressed upon the parchment in the govern- 
ment offices in the usual way. 

Mr. Blackburn, who, we are told, was 
dressed in a suit of mourning, with his hair 
powdered, made an inadequate defense, 
"labouring under great and evident emo- 
tion.** He was stuck by a neat bit of de- 
tective work — showing that the stamp had 
not been impressed upon the parchment. 
And then, he was unable to explain the 
fact that he had ordered those dies .to be 
made for him. The jury retired and in less 
than a quarter of an hour they came back 
to the court room with the verdict, "Guilty.'* 



Now at this point of the case, you may 
be doing a little bit of arithmetical close 
calculation, trying to figure out just how 
much 2 pounds equals in our money. Say 
about five dollars today. What should be 
the penalty for such a crime? A fine or a- 
year in jail? You may be shocked to learn 
that he was sentenced to death! You see, 
the English law was very strict. He had 
committed a forgery and at that time, the 
penalty was death. 

Great efforts were made to obtain a re- 
prieve. A petition was signed by the peo- 
ple of Leeds and Mrs. Blackburn hurried 
to London with the intention of throwing 
herself at the feet of the Prince Regent to 
beg for the life of her unhappy husband. 
In this she failed, as the Home Secretary 
would not grant her the interview. Finally, 
when he knew he had to die, Joseph Black- 
burn confessed that he was guilty. He even 
said that "the irregularities of his past life 
had been so great as to have deserved the 
death which had been awarded against him 
for an offense of a different nature." 

On April 8th he was taken to the place 
of execution. Upon reaching the scaffold, 
he knelt down upon a low stool, with his 
back to the spectators, while prayers were 
said for him. When it was time for him 
to rise, he had to be assisted by the jailers, 
who supported him in their arms, while 
the rope was placed around his neck. The 
execution was not efficient. When the drop 
fell, the noose slipped and Blackburn ap- 
peared "much convulsed." After he had 
hung for abont two minutes, the hangman 
endeavoured to replace the cord, but it 
was not until six or seven minutes after 
the platform had fallen that his struggles 
ceased. 

Here was a man who certainly should 
have known better, that you can't beat the 
law, that crime doesn't pay. Unfortunately, 
there are people who feel they have found 
a foolproof way to beat the law, and only 
too late realize that they have merely fooled 
themselves.
